1. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 6 defines "a work holder" and lines 9-10 define "at least two 
holders". It is not clear if applicant is claiming a single work holder or at least two 
holders. In lines 16-18, "in order to be ale to pull off the same holder or other holders" is 
not understood, the scope of the alternative phraseology cannot be determined, "the 
same holder" lacks antecedent basis, and "other holders" is not understood in view of 
the recitation of "a work holder" and "at least two holders". Lines 18-19 are not 
understood. 

In claim 8, "a tubular holder" and "a centering part" are not understood in view of 
the recitation of "at least two holders with a tubular part" and "a centering part" as set 
forth in claim 1 . In lines 4-5, "the mounted holder" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 8 is indefinite for the same reasons set forth for claim 1 as set forth, above. 

In claim 1 1 , antecedent basis for "the tubular part" is not clear since lines 9-1 0 of 
claim 1 appear to define more than one tubular part. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .84. 

Character of lines, numbers, and letters. All drawings must be made by a 
process which will give them satisfactory reproduction characteristics. Every line, 
number, and letter must be durable, clean, black (except for color drawings), 
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sufficiently dense and dark, and uniformly thick and well-defined. The weight of 
all lines and letters must be heavy enough to permit adequate reproduction. This 
requirement applies to all lines however fine, to shading, and to lines representing 
cut surfaces in sectional views. Lines and strokes of different thicknesses may be 
used in the same drawing where different thicknesses have a different meaning. 

Reference characters (numerals are preferred), sheet numbers, and view 
numbers must be plain and legible, and must not be used in association with 
brackets or inverted commas, or enclosed within outlines, e.g., encircled. 
They must be oriented in the same direction as the view so as to avoid having 
to rotate the sheet. Reference characters should be arranged to follow the 
profile of the object depicted. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
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the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. As best understood, claims 1-3, 8 and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Jackson (5941885), Jackson (6251 1 12) or 

Franz (DE 100 05 134). 

Due to the lack of clarity of the claims, as set forth above, Jackson (5941885), 
Jackson (6251 1 12) or Franz (DE 100 05 134) disclose the claimed subject matter as 
best understood by the examiner. 

5. Claims 4-7 and 9-13 may be given favorable consideration if rewritten to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
